security troops, since 1978. 

They added that 27 members 
of the group had beer killed in 
clashes with police in their 
effort to “form armed ganszs 
jn order to set up a communis 
srate on lands which they plan. 
ned to separate forcefully frum 
the sovereignty of the Turkish 
state”. 

Minor incidents took place in 
the court inside the Di yarbakir 
garrison on this first day of the 
trial which was taken up with 
the formality of determining the 
prisoners’ identities. 

About 30 of tbe accused 
refused to identify themselrés 
in, a sign of protest against 
prison conditions. The judge 
said they could air their views 
on the matter at a later stage 
af the trial, but the men insisted 
and many were removed from 
the court. 

The 207-page Opening state- 
ment read in parts like a horror 
story. It claimed that one mili- 
tant, acting on orders, killed his 
onn mother and brother 
because they were against the 
group's activities.

House of Commons 


Lord Scarman, a Lord of Appeal, 
is to mnderrake an urgent inquiry 
into the serious disorders In’ 
Brixton over the weekend. The 
iaqulry was aqrounced «in a state- 
mert by Mr William Whitelaw, 
Home Secretary, wlio sald the 
events of tke weekend called for 
the most thorough investigation. 
„_He had decidêd to appoint an 
inquiry under Section 32 of the 
Police ACt; 1964, ‘The ingairy 
woald be leld in public save 
where Lord Scarman decldcd it 
was ' appropriate to be held in 
private; 

Nîr Whitelaw sald: The’ House is 
wel! aware of the violent clashes 
ا‎ hare occurred eee iz 
police and young people, maialy 
black. The most serious disorder 
took place jr the afterroon and 
evening of Saturday. Shops were 
Jooted, vehicles destroyed and 
other property, including private 
homes, seriouslv damaged, 

Again vesterday there were out- 
prcaks of lawlessness in the area, 
though ou a lesser scale, Oyer the 
two days a total of 149 police 
officers were injurcd, along with 
58 members of the public. Ter 
police officers and one member of 
the publi: remain ia hospital. 
Sortie 224 people were arrested. 

We tn Parliament, om behiif of 
the people of this coumry, hare 
placed on the police the heavy 
burden of. mainıtainiıg peace orl 
the streets and of preserving order 
and the rulc of law, Whatsver 
questions may .aris¢ in pevople’s 
minds about the rcasous wiy this 
outbreak of rioleuce occurrcd, 
there is uo doubt in my mind, 
nor shouid there be in the mind of 
any Member of this Hnuse, that 
Merropolitan Police officers of all 
rauks carmed out their duty with 
great bravery and prnfcssinîalixm, 

Qn our bchalf I have asked the 
commissioner to pass this message 
ori to all members of bis force. T 
would also wish to pay our tribute 
to the same courage arid deter- 
mination which were skovrn by the 
merabers of the London fire 


brisade. 
But despite the determined 
efforts of the police. they were 


faced with violence which was very 
serious in Its tvpe, scale and inten- 
sity. In addiüon to the pcrsonal 
lzjuries, the mldesrread damaze to 
property. and conscquent financial 
Toss to wholly -innocent people, 
has becn ennrmous, Whatever 
grievances indivlduals or com- 
munities feel thcy Soffer. such 
1iolence—from whaterer quarter 
it comescaunst and wj oot be 
condoned. 

The police xfll continue to do .

It is inevitable that they 
regard any morement away 
from the present position as a 
victory for “the other side”. 
Td’ present circumstances they 


afe prisoners of their own 
histcry and cannot clange. 
Therefore the circumstances 
must be charged. 

"Present poktical arrange- 
ments are the result of a 
lenzthy struggle ut the be- 


ginning of this century to 
reshape relationships betweeu 
the peoples of these islands, The 
1921 settlement haş not pro- 
wided lasting stabilire and it 
#was not meant to be a final 
:gettlemert, The whole matter of 
relationships between Ireland 
‘and Britain bas nor been 
xhoroughly or finally warkcd 


out. That: is a task requiring 


urgent attention and thankfully 
ıhe sovereign governments In 
London: and. Dublin haye ser 
their minds to it at last, 

The process begun by the two 
Prime Ministers in January 
promises a new framework ûf 
relationships within these 
islaods which could transform 
the context of the Northern 
Ireland problem. In those 
new circumstances of closer 
links and cooperatinnu between 
the two islands, it will be easier 
for Unionist leaders to move 
out of the trenches without fear 
of tke erosion of their ideutiry. 

In creating a new framework 
we do not have to be bound by 
any existing or previously ex- 
isting models, Thre time is right 
far courageous amd imaginative 
leadership in London, Dublin 
and Belfast. 

There is a unique relationship 
between Ireland and Britain. 
Qur history has bound us to 
gether wirh economic, social, 
cultural and political ties to 
numerous dimensions, To give 
institutional expression to that 
relationship is not to undermine 
the’ basic interests of fhe 
Northern Ireland majority but 
rather to give them added 
security. 

That new security would 
change the political circum- 
stances within Ireland itself and 
make possible an end to our 
age-old conflict. and giye 
adequate expression to the 
statement of Irish identity so 
forcefully expressed by ths 
majoritv of the electorare iu 
Fermanagh and South Tyrone. 

In the mearmtime, I hnpe that 
sounds from London of threats 
by the mother of parliamenrs 
to expel a denmocratically and 
legally elected member—whar- 
ever his views or however lin- 
palarable they are—hare na 
foundation, I< it the West- 
minster Parliament who will 
decide who sirs there, or the 
electorate ? In essenae thty 
would be šaying to the elector- 
ate in Feèrmaaagh and South 
Tyrone : “ Send us someone who 
is more to our liking in a new 
clection ”, 

They would find no self res- 
pecting demvcrit in Northern 
Ireland to participate in such 
an election.

Above alll this election 
demonstrates how damaging the

Abdu! Khayıum is a province 
commander, From Torabora he. 
plans and directs attacks on 
Russian and ' Afghan army 
positions throughout Narngahar 
prûvirce, and especially in the 
city of Jalalabad, .32 miles to 
the north, the scene of constant 
fighting. 2 

There are four major com- 
manders under him, and each 
of these heads about a dozen 
groups of about 30 men who- 
have their own subcommanders. 

The relationship between 
commanders and men is easy 
and informal, but the leaders 
have genuine authority. Many 
of them are former teachers 
and count former students 
among their men. 

A typical group goiıg out on 
a raid has, as I saw, about 15 
Kalashnikovs, a light machine 
gun on a bipod, an assortment 

rifles, full arnamunirion 
pouches and belts, and one or 
two Soviet shoulder-held rocket- 
propelled grenade launchers, 
with youths, like powder 
monkeys, carrying the grenades. 

AIL the men here are Nan- 
gabar men, fighting on their 
home ground and for ir. They 
spend most of their time in the 
province and when they go tO 
Pakistan it is usually to visit 
zheir families who are refugees. 

Abdul Khayum is a prudent 
man. “This is going to be a long 
war ard we have to concentrate 
ou building our reserves of 
weapons and ammunition, We 
need some means of bringing 
down the helicopters, more 
bullets and more medical 
supplies. These thirgs will come 
if we are patient. In 15 months 
since the Russians came we 
have grown much stronger and 
we have the advantage of fight- 
ing on our own soil, We will 
grow still stronger.”

The blackened rubble of Tora- 
bora war carp bears witness 
to its importance as a Mujahi- 
din base. Russian gunships 
have bombed and rocketed it 
many times ; the docror is ‘still 
swabbing stinging iodine on 
shrapte! gaskes after the last 
raid, but the guerrillas are 
grinaing and their bJack and 
white flag flies jauatily, a sort 
of thumbed nose.

Charities and the law 


From the General Sccretary of the 
South Place Ethical Society 


Sir. It is important to get the facts 
righ. The South Place Erhicaf 
Society, tounded in 1793 and 
descended from a Unitarian Church, 
was recognized as a charity last 
summer as the resulr of an appeal 
to the High Courr. The grounds 
were not. as Mr Hubert Picarda 
(April 131 thinks, “ because of its 
tendency _ to moral improvement ”, 
nor as Dr Sropes-Roe IAprI 13) 
thinks “as an qrganization cutie 
vating Humanism ". 

Mr Justice Dillon .ruled that the 
society's ohjects and record met the 
requiramerıls of two of the cate- 
gories of chariry defined by Lord 
Macnaghien in Permscl's case 
(J891), viz, “ıhe advancement of 
sduca tian and “the benefit of the 
community "" 

Tt was ûur hope to be recognized 
as a charity on religious grounds, 
in thar ane of our two main 
objects is “rhe culriyation of a 
rational ' religious sentiment ". The 
judge himself summarized Cho case 
in the words: “such qualities aš 
truth. love and benuty are sucred 
and rhe advancement of such belief 
is the advancement of religion." 
However. he declined to accept 
this: “ Religion. as T see it, is con” 
cerned with mans relafion to God, 
and ethics are concerned wirh man's 
relatian ta man. 

Nevertheless we were happy thar 
justice was done, but there is one 
aspecr of the marter that none of 
gyaur carrespondents has remarked 
upnn.

Investment for recovery 
From Sir Charles Villiers

The United Kingdom savings rate 
is 15 per cent of disposable income, 
which is high and rhere is lors of 
money around {more for borrowers 
than for ordinary capital seekers).

The idea that 
the problem could be solved by 
reversing priorities and trying to 
settle the Palestinian question on 
the coat tails of an agreement on 
Middle East security is an 
intertsliIng product of Washing- 
ton thinking but is largely un- 
connected to Middle East 
realities. 

This does not mean ir has to 
be abandoned altogether. It may 
help to remind the Middle East 
from time to ùUme that it does 


face wider threats which at some 
point could make its preoccupa- 
tion witb internal strife seem a 
dangerous Juxury, but rhe United 
Srates wil] not get the common 
front it seeks unless it is seen 
to be helping with the problems 
which most preoccupv those it 
would like ro bave as allies.

The real force behind the 
opposition towards ballots comes 
fram the fears of many union 
leaders, great and small, that 
elections would hecome more 
difficull to manipulate. With 
some exceptions, the movement 
today is very imperfect in its 
democratic structure. This is lo 
the advantage of those able to 
sway the emotions of a mass 
meeting, or to draw out brauch 
discussions until their opponents 
bave grown tired and gone home. 
Votes on industrial action or the 
election of officers are often 
decided on a 10 per cent poll at 
meetings, and on 40 per cent or 
more in ballots.

Germany is caught ir a trap. 
In order to keep up the value 
oi the mark in the foreign 
exchange markets it has to have 
high nominal interest rates.

So in 
moret: terms, the country 
which has one of rhe most 
successful antiinflation records 
in the world, is ' being forced 
to pursue one of the toughest 
interest rate policies, 

Some economists in inter 
national organizations suggest 
that every one percentage point 
on interest rates knocks about 
„a quarter of a percentage point 
off a country’s output. On that 
basis alone, the loss of German 
output caused by the increase 
in interest rates early this year 
must be between half and three 
quarters of a per cent of grOSR 
domestic product. 

But çhe damage does uot stop 
there. There is the blow to 
domesüic demand which comes 
from the loss of real income 
caused by the increase in 
domestic oil prices in the Euro- 
pean counrrites, most of which 
have moved in step within the 
Eurnpean Monetary System. 
Money has been transferred out 
of European hands as their 
terms of trade have worsened.
